William Ashley, a young man about 
2o years of age, working for his aunt, 
.Mrs. Connell, at her nursery on the Es- 
quimau road, wan last evi filing shot and 
killed by Thomas Connell, his aunt's 
divorced husband. Although nobody 
witnessed the shunting, the evidence is 
hucIi that the police had no toeed to look 
beyond Council for the murderer, and 
they spent the night scouring Esquimau 
district for him. l! is hardly likely he 
Will escape them -unless, as some suspect, 
be has committed suicide. The shooting 
was done in the first greenhouse, east of 
the residence. Mrs. Connell, Miss An- 
nie Logan, who does the housework lor 
the family, and Will Ashley finished their 
dinner about 7:30, and half an hour later 
young Ashley went to the greenhouse to 
put on the fires for the night. A very 
few minutes had elapsed when the two 
women, who were in the kitchen, heard 
a shot. Mrs. Ashley seemed to realize 
what had happened, for she rushed out 
nn to the Esquimau road in front of 
a city-bound cur, the much-surprised 
crew of which she told of the shooting. 
Motorumu Lucas accompanied her back 
to the greenhouse, passing on the way 
Connell, who made off towards Esqui- 
nialt. In the meantime Muss Logan had 
also gone to the greenhouse, also meet- 
ing Connell en Touto. He asked her 
where Mrs. Connell was, and she replied: 
"She has gone away." When Miss Lo- 
gan reached the greenhouse-, she could 
not see Ashley, hut heard him calling 
from the stoke hole: "I'm shot!'' Motor- 
ueer Lucas took the wounded man out 
of the stoke hole and laid him on the 
lloor of the greenhouse.. A i .messenger 
won sent to Mr. Pooley's residence and 
Dr. Hall telephoned for. Messrs. Pool- 
ey also proceeded to the scene, but be- 
fore they arrived the young man was 
'lead. Mrs. Connell, who was in a high- 
ly hysterical condition, was first taken 
to Mr. Pooley's residence, and from thero 
to St. Joseph's hospital. 

The bullet, which was of small calibre, 
struck Ashley in the right breast, pierc- 
ing his lung. AH he said after Miss 
Logan reached him was, " I am fihot." 

Connell bears a bad reputation in the 
vicinity. He came here with the R. M. 
A., receiving his discharge about two 
years ago, after having served the time 
required to entitle him to li pension. 
Some time before leaving- the service lie 
was married to Mrs. Connell, whose 
husband, Thomas Ashley, had died but 
a year previously. Their married life 
was not a happy one. Very little time 
had elapsed after the wedding ceremony 
when Mrs. Connell had her husband ar- 
rested for threatening to kill her. She, 
however, refused to prosecute when the 
ease was callefl in court. After that 
threats became quite frequent. He had 
put some $300 into the nursery business, 
and, according to the neighbors, he con- 
sidered that this justified him in living 
a life of Idleness, and he was frequently 
under the influence of liquor. He also 
endeavored to stop Ashley from work- 
ing. Finally Mrs. Connell's patience 
was exhausted, and she secured n sep- 
aration from her husband, paying him 
back, with interest, the 1?:J00 he had in- 
vested in the business. Connell went 
to live in Victoria AVest, making a liv- 
ing by working as a laborer, for the mili- 
tary authorities, who give preference in 
such matters to ex-service' men. He. 
however, continued to annoy his wife 
and the members of her household. Yes- 
terday morning he appeared at the 
nursery in his usual quarrelsome mood, 
and followed Mrs. Connell to her little 
fiower stand on Bl*baci «treet, in the city. 
As he continued his threats, she com- 
plained to Chief Langley, but be bad not 
then gone far enough to justify the 
police in interfering. 

Tin? theory is that the suspected mur- 
derer returned to Esquimnlt early in the 
evening, and waited around the bouse 
until Will Ashley ramp out to light the 
fire, so that lie could kill him before at- 
tacking Mrs, Connell. he being afraid of 
tlie young man. Hi' was very likely in 
the greenhouse, where the murder was 
committed, waiting for bis victim, as to 
shoot him in the right breast he must 
have Bred towards the door by which 
Ashley bad entered. The young; man 
had fired up one stove in a shod through 
which one passes to enter the green- 
house, and was about to coal the fur- 
nace when shot. 

There was a striking contrast in the 
characters of the two men. Connell is 
a very big man — upwards of six feet — 
considerably bent with the weight of 
years, with grey hair and moustache, 
and walked with the aid of a cane. Ho 
is not fond of work, and although serv- 
ing a long term in the I?. M. A., had not 
reached a rank higher than that of gun- 
ner, lie was well known to the police,

London, Nov. 12.— Dr. Morrison, wir- 
ing to the Times from Fekin on Sunday, 
sayB: 

" Fressed by the common desire for a 
speedy termination of the present condi- 
tions^" the foreign' envoys have finally 
agreed to the following terms, to be 
presented in conjoint note, which, sub- 
ject to the approval of the governments, 
will be pressed upon China ns the basis 
of n preliminary treaty: 

" China shall erect a monument to 
Baron von Kettlor on the site where he 
\vris murdered, and send an imperial 
prince to Germany to convey nn apol- 
ogy. She will inflict the death penalty 
upon eleven princes and officials already 
named, and suspend provincial examina- 
tions for live years where the outrages 
occurred. In future all officials failing 
to prevent anti-foreign outrages within 
their jurisdiction shall be dismissed and 
punished. 

"Indemnity shall be paid to the states, 
corporations and individuals. 

" The Tsung Li Yamen shall be abol- 
ished and its functions vested in a for- 
eign minister. Rational intercourse 
shall be permitted with the Emperor, as 
In civilized countries. 

"The forts nt Taku and other forts 
on the coa«t of Chih-li shall be razed, 
.the importation of arms and war ma- 
terials prohibited; permanent legation 
guards shall be maintained, and also 
guards of communications between 
Fekin and Tsai. 

"Imperial proclamations shall be post- 
ed for two years throughout the empire, 
nun-pressing Boxers. 

" The indemnity is to include compen- 
sation for Chines" who suffered through 
being employed by foreigners, but not 
coninnnsation for native Christians. 

" The Words 'liiissionary' and 'Chris- 
tians ' do not occur in the note."

Hitting the 

Boers Heavily 



General Roberts Reports Several 
Successful Encounters With 
the Enemy, 



Two Commandants Killed and 
One Wounded— Prince Chris- 
tian Victor's Funeral. 



London, Nov. 12.— The war office has 
• received the following despatch from 
Lord Roberts: 

"Johannesburg, Xov. 10. — Methuen 
surprised Commandants Snynian and 
Hermans near Lichtenburg yesterday. 
Three dead Boers were found, and 30 
.prisoners and seVeral wagons were cap- 
tured. There were no casualties among 
the British. • 

"Kelly-Kenny reports that .Major 
Mackintosh, ot I lie Seafortb Highland- 
ers, occupied Philipolis, on November -i. 
The Boers lied in all directions. Throe 
wounded were brought to our hospital. 
Surgeon Hartley and seven men were 
wounded. 

" Lyttletoa reports that Kitchener 
successfully surprised the Boers during 
tho night of November 7. A mounted 
party of the 10th Hussars and the Glou- 
cester Mounted Infantry, under Capt. 
Chetwode, managed to pass the Boer 
outposts, and while the Gloucester's en- 
gaged the enemy's picket, the Hussars 
charged the Boers in the moonlight, 
sabreing many. 

"Chetwode and several non-commis- 
sioned officers acted with great bravery, 
but tho Hussars would probably have 
suffered severely, as tSiey got into bad 
ground, had they not been supported by 
the .mounted infantry. 

"In the morning the artillery and in- 
fantry joined Chetwode's force and 
completed the Boer rout, the latter be'mg 
said to have lost heavily. 

" Smith-Dorrieu's wounded, who re- 
turned from the Boer camp, report that 
Commandent Prinsloo and Gen. Fourie 
wero killed, and that Gen. Groeblar was 
wounded in the recent fighting." 

Pretoria, Nov. 11. — Reports have been 
received here showing that the plan of 
campaign has now been decided upon 
"by the Boers, who contemplate having 
each commando defend the district in 
which it is raised. Each commando 
numbers from 300 to U00 men. 

Some of the commandants have estab- 
lished a reign of terror among the more 
peaceful burghers, and a number of 
these are coming into the British camps 
for protection. Oae burgher came into 
Greylingstad with his back badly lacer- 
ated from a sjamboking administered to 
him by the commandant in that district. 

Col. Lessard, of the Canadians, and 
'the Canadian artillary did magnificent 
fighting with Gen. Smith-Dorrion in re- 
pulsing a desperate attack by the Boers 
on the British rear-guard. 

Pretoria, Nov. S, via Pietermarjtz- 
burg, Nov. 11.— The funeral of Prince 
Christian Victor, a grandson of tlte 
Queen, who died here from enteric 
fever, took place to-day. 

Minute guns began firing at 10 a. m., 
when the cortege left the Yeomanry 
hospital, and continued during the 
funeral. The route was lined with a 
guard of honor consisting of the men of 
the Norfolk and Hants regiments. Rep 
resentatives of all the forces were pros 
ent, including detachments of the colo- 
nial troops, mounted infantry, cavalry, 
artillery, and the medical and army ser- 
vice corps. The bands of the Norfolk 
and Hants regiments played Chopin's 
Dead March. Tho Ooldstreams imme- 
diately preceded the gun-carriage bear- 
ing the body. The pall-bearers were 
all generals. Gen. Roberts, Prinet 
Francis of Took, Gen. Kitchener and all 
of Gen. Roberts' staff present in Pre- 
toria followed the body. 

At the cathedral Rev. Mr. Bnso, chap 
lain of the Australians, received the 
Body, .which was taken into tin; church. 
The chief mourners and a number of 
the ordinary congregation filled the 
building. The service was choral. Rev. 
Mr. Cox, chaplain of the Canadians, 
read the lesson. Rev. Mr. Wilson, the 
senior chaplain at Pretoria, and other 
clergy were present. 

After the services at the church, the 
procession formed in the church square 
.and marched to the cemetery, a mile 
■west of the town. 

Upon arriving at the cemetery, 'ho 
Coldstream Guards halted and lined the 
path to the grave, standing with their 
rifles pointed to the ground, and with 
heads bent. At the grave Rev. Mr. 
Maurice, Rev. Mr. .tones and Rev. Mr. 
Mullineux conducted the burial service. 
'The Guards then fired a royal sa'nte, 
which was followed by three volleys 
over the grave. 

The Queen sent a wreath of lillies and 
carnations. Another beautiful wreath 
l)ore a card inscribed, " From his 
mother." Other wreaths were ?ent by 
Lord and Lady Roberts, Prince Francis 
of Teck, the officers of the King's Royal 
Rifles, Gen. Maxwell, ami Governor Sir 
Alfred Milner. 

The coffin was inscribed " Major His 
Highness Prince Christian Victor "f 
Schleswig-Holstein, of the- King's Rovnl 
Rifles, died October 20, 1000. At rest." 

The Trince is buried elos<. to the 
graves of many of the soldiers who fell 
here.

— The Wilson steam- 
er Angelo. bound from Christiana, Nor- 
way, for Hull, is ashore near Withern- 
sea, on the coast of Yorkshire. The An- 
gelo carried one hundred Norwegian emi- 
grants for the United States. She went 
aground Sunday night. There was con- 
siderable activity on board, but the sea 
was calm and the shore sandy.

Yarmouth, N.S., Nov. 11.— The shore 

f the coast for ten miles east and west 
is strewn with the wreckage of the hull 
and cargo of the steamer City of Monti 
cello, which foundered Saturday morn- 
ing, and twenty-live bodies of victims of 
the disaster have been, recovered from 
the sea, which is still raging with terri- 
fic fury. The steamer was a side-wheel- 
er, bound from St. John, lor Yarmouth., 
and of the thirty-six persons aboard only 
four were saved. 

The four survivors are Capt. Smith, a 
passenger, Third Officer Fleming, Quar- 
termaster Wilson and Stewardess Smith. 

The three men saved agree that the 
cause of the disaster was, briefly: The 
steamer was pounded for hours by sea 
and gale, sprang a leak and tilled; be- 
came unmanageable, broke apart and 
foundered. 

The sea is not remembered to have 
been so heavy on this coast tor many 

■are. 

Among the passengers were: Rupert 
Olive, of St. John, purser of the Domin- 
oa Atlantic steamer James Edward; 
Mrs. Eldridge, of Yarmouth, and two 
children; .J. C. Fripp, of Woodstock, N. 
B.; t). W. Coleman, of New Glasgow, N. 
S., and John Richmond, of Sussex, N. 
B.. the last three being commercial trav- 
ellers. 

The list of dead includes many well 
known navigators.. The officers aud men 
lost on the .Monticeilo were: Capt. T. M. 
Harding. Yarmouth;! II. lJ. Newell, first 
officer, of Sable Island; N. Murphy, sec- 
ond officer, Yarmouth, N.S.; B. M. Hil- 
ton, purser, Yarmouth, N.S.; Charles 
Greig, chief engineer, Halifax.;. Herbert 
l'oole, second engineer; Wynne 1 Btnger, 
oiler, Yarmouth;. Robert Doucette, oiler, 
Yarmouth James Cole, fireman, Lock- 
port, N.S.; Sweu Johnson, seaman, Yar- 
mouth; N. C. Hopkins, steward of the 
steamer, Yarmouth; Beeches Hopkins, 
waiter, Barrington, N.S.; Levi Neeker- 
son, waiter, Shaung Harbor; Austin Ga- 
ble, waiter, Sable Island;. Walter Cun- 
ningham, waiter, Cape Sable;. Isaac van 
Emberg, jr., cook; Ivan Johnson, quar- 
termaster, Yarmouth; Stanley Wriger, 
deck hand, Yarmouth: Samuel Surett, 
deck band, Lockpdrt; James Dunn, deck 
hand, Yarmouth; John Burke, fireman, 
St. John; George Morse, liremau, Yar- 
mouth. 

A revised list of the officers and crew 
show they numbered twenty-eight, o( 
whom three were saved. 

Many people have assembled at 
Sackville, near where the first body came 
ashore, and numerous relatives of mem- 
bers of the crew, who nearly all belonged 
to points on this coast, .have arrived to 
identify the dead. 

The bodies were arranged in a tooiii in 
the public hall and the coroner, who held 
an inquest, gave an opinion of accidental 
drowning. All the bodies are terribly 
battered. 

T'he first body was found at daylight 
when the zinc lifeboat which was sup- 
posed by the survivors of the first boat 
to have been swamped, was discovered 
on the shore. A few yards distant were 
the bodies of Mr. Eldridge, a passenger; 
Second Engineer Poole; Mr. Fripp, a 
traveller, of St. John, N.B., and the body 
of a seaman. All four had life belts 
around them. At short intervals along 
the beach eleven more bodies were 
found, making fifteen discovered up to 
noon to-day. They had all evidently 
come ashore in lifeboats and were killed 
on striking the beach, not one escaping. 

The remains so far identified, in addi- 
tion to the four enumerated above, are: 

Rupert Olive, purser of the steamer 
Prince Edward; Baggagemaster Wil- 
son; Johnson, deck-hand; Levi Nicker- 
son, deck-hand; an Renenberg, deck- 
hand; Austin Wickene, deck-hand; 
James Colt, deck-hand; John E. White- 
more, deck-hand; Stanley Ringer, deck- 
hand; Wiuslow Ritger, deck-hand; 
Harry Copelahd, deck-hand; David 
Ben ham, deck-hand. 

The watches in the pockets of two of 
the men stopped at 12:4o and 12:2.5 
o'clock respectively. 

The body of Capt. Harding, of the 
Monticeilo, was found at Picnic Point, 
encircled with a life-belt and fully 
dressed. 1 An unknown body, supposed 
to be that of a traveller for a Western 
boot and shoe firm, has been found at 
the same place, with the bodies of Elsie 
McDonald and Second Officer Murphy, 
recovered yesterday. Of the members 
of the crew whose bodies were secured, 
Copeland and Benham were not known 
to be on board until their bodjos were 
identified. They were not on the ship's 
articles, having joined for the trip only. 
Several bodies are still unidentified. 
One body was recognized this morning 
as that of John Richmond, of Essex, 
N. B., a traveller for a boot and shoe 
linn. He was not before known to be 
a passenger. This swells the known 
death roll to 32. Bcnlinm took the place 
of Whitemore, previously reported lost. 
Copeland was also a sub, but for whom 
it was not known. 

It is a coincidence that the ship Peter 
Stewart was wrecked off this coast a 
few years ago. in the month of July, 
and a boat-load of men came in where 
the Monticello's boat was found. 

Half of the men were dead before the 
boat touched the land, nnd many be- 
lieve the same is true of those in the 
Monticello's boat. 

The fury of the surf is appalling in 
this region. 

The body of O. N. Coleman, another 
commercial traveller, who was not pre- 
viously known to have been on board 
the Monticeilo, has been washed ashore 
and identified. He represented a Hamil- 
ton, Out, jewellery firm, and carried 
samples worth .fS0,000. One trunk has 
been found. 

Wreckage of all kinds litters the shore 
—boxes, barrels, pieces of ship's boats, 
and parts of the superstructure of the 
steamer. * 

James Ball, a merchant of Yarmouth, 
who was supposed to have been on 
board, is safe, having missed the 
steamer in St. John. Rupert Olive was 
crossing the bay from St. John to Yar- 
mouth to rejoin his own steamer. 

Chief Steward Hopkins, of the steamer 
Yarmouth, perished, having taken his 
brother's place for one trip. 

Swen Johnson was taking Ellshn 
f'noke's nlaee as fiunrtermaster. and Fred. 
Vanenburg was subbing ns cook for bis 
father, .The absentees were off to vote 
at the elections, nnd to inis circumstance 
they owe their lives. i 

No trace of more than three women 
being on hoard the Monticeilo could bo 
found. Thev were given places In the tlr^t 
tiont. One of them. Stewardess Kate Smith, 
's one of tlie survivors, nnd she Is too 111 
to mnke a statement.

Some difficulty has been encountered Jn 
figuring out the total loss of life, us a 
number of passengers joined the Monti- 
cello at St. Johns without llrst registering 
at the booking office. They bought their 
tickets on board. 

Capt. Norman Smith, one of the survivors 
was the llrst to bring the news of the dis- 
aster to Yarmouth, from Pembroke, where 
he landed. He gave the following state- 
ment: 

"The steamer Monticeilo left St. John 
Friday morning at 11:15. The wind wan 
blowing heavily ut the time, but was not 
so Strom? as to cause any alarm. Thn- 
storm became heavier, however, and after, 
the steamer had passed Polllo passage. It 
was feared she was doomed. 

"About II o'clock, when four miles off' 
Chegogyu point. It was decided to send 
the women oaftore In the boat, and J. M. 
Fleming, the third officer; Wilson Cooke, 
acting (imirtermatser; Neinluih Murphy, sec- 
ond offlier; nn<J Capt. Smith volunteered to 
take tin in ushece. 

"The women numbered throe. Elsie Mc- 
Donald, aged 15, daughter of Alexander Mc- 
Donald, of Yarmouth; Kate Smith, or Yar- 
mouth, stewardess, and a colored girl, 
whose name I do not know. 

"The women were gotten ih.to the boat 
xlth great' difficulty, the volunteers fol- 
lowing, and getting the boat away. The 
wind was blowing Inshore at the time, 
and the boat' was- carried ranfdb- toward 
tie laud. 

"When the boat got nwny they were 
nreparl- on board to launch another, 
but I do not' tlilnfir it got nwmv.

one of whom lust evening referred to 
him as a " great big coward." Miss 
Logan said she believed he was under 
the influence of liquor when he spoke to 
her last evening. 

Ashley, on the other hand, was a hard- 
working young, man. Before coming to 
Victoria some four years ago to join his 
uucle, the late Thomas Ashley, he bad 
been one of the gardeners for the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, and was consid- 
ered a splendid workman. After his 
uncle's death, he took charge of the 
nurseries Oni the Esquimau road, the 
largest in tho vicinity of Victoria, and 
greatly improved them. His aunt, too, 
is a very hard-working, industrious 
woman. 

Superintendent Hussey, of the provin- 
cial police, upon, being notified, detailed 
Constable Murray to take charge of the 
case, he having associated with him 
Constable Campbeff, of Esquimalt, and 
Constable IToskins, of the office staff. 
Sergt. R. Walker. Detective Perdue, 
and Constables McDonald, Conlin, Allen 
and Cnrlow, of the city police, also took 
a hand in the search for the murderer. 
They had very little hope of capturing 
him before daylight, ns there is thick 
bush in the immediate vicinity. There 
was a possibility, however, that he 
might be driven to take shelter from the 
cold. 

The theory that Connell might have 
committed suicide arose from the fact 
that he said to Mrs. Council during 
the day: "You bad better make out 
your will, for when T go you will go."

The Mudlark is going away. The 
dredger which lias been scooping silt 
from the channel in the inner harbor 
for several months bus quit work and is 
lying at the customs wharf, preparing to 
go to Vancouver to dredge along the 
face of tlie new C. 1*. It. wharf ther 
Whether the appropriation is exhausted, 
or the work planned for the dredger has 
been accomplished, is not stated, but 
this the employees on the dredger do 
say— the Mudlark is going to Yancou- 
- ver. 

The Mudlark came to Victoria from 
Comox last April, arriving here on the 
'Jth or 10th, and a few days later she 
started work on the harbor. After 
deepening the place where' the D. G. IS. 
Quadra is moored, she worked in the 
vicinity of Dredger rock for some time, 
ami then began to deepen the channel 
::etir Brackman & Ker*« wharf, and 
dredge on the bar near the harbor en- 
trance. 

1 Until Saturday the scoop lifted the silt 
from the harbor bottom, and now the 
remainder can stay — at least for some 
unstated time to come. On Saturday 
the Princess Louise towed the dredger 
in to the customs wharf, where, on the 
scows moored alongside, a new nod 
longer dredger-arm, -() feet longer than 
the one that has been in use, and longer 
spuds for the work nt Vancouver, are 
being constructed. It is expected that 
these will be completed to-day. and 
when other arrangements are made for 
the departure, the rrineoss Louise will 
tow the Mudlark to the Terminal City. 
The new arm is GO feet long. Th 
dredger, which is in charge of Capt. .7. 
Goodwin, has a total company of 112 
men working in connection with her. 

Work will be continued on Dredger 
rock by the steam drill. The workmen 
there have about completed boring the 
required number of holes, and in a few 
days a charge of dynamite will be laid 
and the first blast fired.

When the steamer sailed for the Ori- 
ent on Saturday night, after the repairs 
had been made by the Albion Iron 
AVorks and the cargo replaced by Steve- 
dore McDermott, some of her passen- 
gers and crew were left behind. A 
group of about six gathered on the 
wharf and watched the liner sail away. 
They had been under the impression 
that the work would take some hours 
longer than it did, and they lingered too 
long up town. 

If the weather is good an effort will 
be made, it is said by the officers of the 
liner, to have her make a record pass- 
age, so that she may arrive as soon as 
possible after her mail time expires. 

The bark Abbey Palmer has had 
rather an unfortunate career. While 
she was flying the British Hag she cap- 
sized twice — once nt Antwerp and again 
at San Francisco three years ago, when 
her master and some of her crew were 
drowned. She was raised there, and 
after repairs had been made to her, 
was sold to American owners, and 
when she changed her flag was re- 
christened the Abbey Palmer.

.Sir Robert Glffen, the greatest -fatls- 
tlcan of a statistical nue. recently drew 
attention to the great bone of civiliza- 
tion agalnfit the "Yellow peril" In the 
fact that the white races arc constantly 
Increasing In members, while tin- Muck 
and yellow are practically standing still. 
The races making the most progress are 
those roughly Included under the term 
Anglo-Saxon. A century ago the white pop- 
ulation of the British empire, and the 
United States was not more than 20,000.000 
now It Is at least 120.000.000. No other 
nation In the world shows the snme rate 
of orogres-S. Germany and Russia have also 
Increased, while France and Austria have 
hv cmminrlHon remained stationary, so that 
there are now only four great world powers 
— the United States. Great Britain. Knssia, 
and Germany, with Prance a doubtful fifth. 
Evident lv. this change In the balance of 
power Is likely to have serious results. Tor 
with the growth of population In the lead- 
ing powers there has also been a growth 
of wealth. The Halted States, which has 
Just reported a population of 7fl.205.22O. 1ms 
si 111 remarkable natural resources to de- 
velop, and Is likely to Increase In material 
prosper"- as well as numbers. The Bri- 
tish empire, with a white population of 
55.000.000 has the same opportunities for 
growth, and for Increasing Its political In- 
fluence, for the Anglo-Saxon outstrips bis 
competitors. If not in Intelligence, at nnv 
rate In administrative and governing ability 
The other races brought under his control 
count along with his own forces In the race 
for supremacy. India alone of the non- 
F.uropenn races of the world, has made nnv 
great Increase In population, anil the renson 
is that British administrations have re- 
stricted the scourges of war. pestilence, and 
famine, which formerly kept down the nat- 
iii—l Increase. All the other black and 
yellow races hnre been standing still, while 
em-lug the century past, the whites have 
Increased from 170.000.000 to 500.000.000. 
The result Is that the forces of civilisation 
have become practically IrreslBtih'" Their 
numbers are far greater than ever before. 

i n.olr economic force Is Indefinitely 

greater In another centurv the 50O.O00.- 
000 whi'es will have Increased to three or 
four times the number, and the 400.000.000 
of China will be faced with "n Invincible 
bcsl of -Ivlllzed men. The "Yellow peril' 
with which some prophets >f evil threaten 
us will vanish, because the yellow races 
will be outnumbered, "nil the advantages 
of wealth, science and Intelligent leader- 
ship will also be on the side of the whites.

VICTORIA'S OPPORTUNITY. 

Perhaps the remark most frequently 
repeated on Sunday and yesterday was 
one expressive of appreciation of the 
splendid weather prevailing. While the 
people in the East are experiencing win- 
ter weather— traffic being blocked at 
Montreal owing to a heavy fall of anew 
—we in Victoria are enjoying the charm 
-of clear skies luid warm sunshine, with 
the robins singing in the trees and the 
liowers in bloom on every hand. That 
Victoria line a glorious climate is well 
known; and to remark that we are now 
experiencing mild aud balmy weather 
will not occasion surprise wherever the 
fame of the city is known. The purpose 
of the allusion to the matter at this tima 
is to suggest that consideration may pro- 
perly be given to the question if the city 
cannot be made to reap direct benefit 
from the circumstance that its climate 
during the winter its superior to that of 
•every other point on the North Pacific 
•coast. On a previous occasion it was 
pointed out by the Colonist that the 
number of people who will spend the 
present winter iu Victoria is far in ex- 
cess of that of pre\ious years. They 
come mainly from northern interior 
points aud are attracted here almost 
solely because the climate is mild aud 
genial and the city within convenient 
distance of the scene of their operations 
during the summer months, so that they 
may return to the scene of their labors 
without great loss of time in the spring. 
It is now generally admitted that the 
population iu the Northern mining dis- 
tricts will show a very large increase 
within the next few years. Already the 
population is considerable; but where 
there are hundreds now there will bo 
thousands in a short time. With this iu 
mind, the thought occurs to us that we 
should make special efforts to attract to 
the city during the winter months the 
great number of people who will seek a 
mild climate after the close of .summer 
operations in the North. The city 
council and the board of trade ought to 
take the matter up. Pamphlets should 
be issued containing matter descriptive 
cf Victoria's charms, her delightful cli- 
mate and varied attractions, together 
with illustrations of some bits of her un- 
surpassable scenery; advertisements, tell- 
ing tiie same story should be inserted in 
each of the newspapers published in 
various mining districts and an arrange- 
ment made with the transportation com- 
panies for space iu their advertising pub- 
lications for the dissemination of the 
same information, If this were done, we 
believe Victoria would reap very great 
benefit. Much has been said before on 
the subject of bow best to attract touiist 
travel, but any little effort that has been 
put forth iu that direction bad for its 
object the bringing here of people who 
came to the Coast from the large cen- 
tres of population in tile East, to escape 
the discomforts of hot weather. But it 
would seem, if we have judged the mat- 
ter rightly, that the benefit which Vic- 
toria may hope to reap from tin; sojourn 
here of transient visitors may be ex- 
pected as a result of the presence ol 
large numbers from the Northern rain 
ing districts during tin- winter months, 
rather than from the comparatively small 
er number we may see amongst us from 
the United States and Eastern Canada 
during the summer. 

The subject is a most important one, 
and we hope to see it taken up by our 
public bodies ami tbe suggestions we 
bave made acted upon. 



bell river surveys have been made, but 
we have not the data at hand. Our re- 
collection of them is that there would 
not be much heavy- work. The general 
character of the country is level, and, 
though there will be come bridging of 
rivers to he done, it would not be expen- 
sive. This matter was very fully gone 
into at the time the British Pacific pro- 
ject was under consideration, and the 
understanding was that this portion of 
the line could be classed as medium from 
the standpoint of construction. Putting 
it at the average of the remaining por 
tion of the line, and adding $90,000 for 
the six miles between Port Rupert and 
Hardy Bay, we get the whole cost from 
Wellington to Hardy Bay, ?3,S53,500. 
For the purposes of calculation, the 
amount may be put at $-1,01)0,000, based 
on the cost of such work thirteen years 
ago. Since then improved methods have 
reduced the cost of railway ooustruc- 
tion materially, but how much of a dif- 
ference this would make we shall not 
undertake to say. 

THE RETURNING SOLPH10US. 

The Times directs attention to the fact 
that the Ontario government has given 
100 acres of land to each of the return 
: ng members of the Canadian contingent 
living in that province. Our contempor 
nry will doubtless join with the Colonist 
in the suggestion that, at the next meet- 
ing of the legislature, British Columbia 
should authorize a similar gift to the 
young men from this province who w 
to the front. The locality out of which 
the lami might be selected is something 
that should be well considered, for it 
ought to be where there is likely to be 
development at an early day, so that tho 
recipients of the gift may be able to pro- 
fit by it within a reasonable length of 
time. The province, as such, has done 
nothing to mark its appreciation of tut) 
loyalty of its sons, and this ought not to 
be any longer than is absolutely nee 
sary.

RAIL rO HARDY BAY. 

Tn re-ply to a query as to whether any 
expert estimate has been made of tho 
cost of the proposed railway to Hardy 
Bay, we may say that, in the year 1SS7, 
.T. H. Gray, C.E., made ti survey of the 
route from Campbell river to Fort Ru- 
pert, and an estimate of the cost of a 
railway. The distance U 100 miles, and 
tbe total cost is put at .$2,: > .08,000. This is 
$14,200 per mile. 'Mr. Gray classes 41 
lnilcvs; as light; 92 miles as medium; 11 as 
heavy,; and 10 as heavy rock. For tho 
light work he estimates $11,000 per mile; 
fo- the heaviest rock work, of which 
•there are ten miles, he estimates $25,000 



THE AWAKENING OF JAPAN. 

The industrial revolution in Japan is a 
subject which is attracting widespread 
attention on this side of the water, and 
interest in the matter has been increased 
by the publication in the North Ameri- 
can Review of a very able article from 
the pen of Count Okuma, the late prime 
minister of Japan. Count Okuma gives 
tables showing that in thirty-one years 
from lNtiS tho exports of Japan have ael- 
vanced from less than • l sli;,0(X),000 to 
$100,000,000. In the same time the im- 
ports have' increased from $20,000,000 to 
$443,000,000. During the last twelve 
years of that period the exports of manu- 
factured goods increased nearly tenfold. 
It is interesting to note that Count 
Okuma is opposed to the move- 
ment which is on foot in Japan to intro- 
duce a protective tariff. He claims that 
the people should have the freest access 
to all the resources which unfettered 
commerce can supply, and that if they 
iio they will repeat the triumphs of the 
Island Kingdom of tV»e West. 

The progress which Japan has made is 
certainly truly marvellous, and in strik- 
ing, contrast to the lethargy of China, 
with her wealth of great natural re- 
sources and teeming millions. The trade 
of 'Canada, with the enterprising little 
brown race is bound to assume oxtraor 
dinary proportions, and we on the Pa- 
cific Coast are sure to reap much bene 
Iu from the growth of this trade.

coal deposits of the Crow's Nest Pass 
and the completion of the railway means 
much, for British Columbia, and particu- 
larly to the Kooteuuys. It guarantees 
cheap fuel and lower transportation 
rates, and will have t lie effect of so re- 
ducing the cost of treatment of ores 
that it will to a large extent necessitate 
a reconsideration of many of the min- 
ing propositions which have been tem- 
porarily abandoned on account of Hk; 
cost of treatment. The expectations are 
that the increased facilities will lower 
the line dividing loss from profit, and 
enable many of the low-grade proposi- 
tions of the Kootenays to step over this 
line and become profitable producers. 

Experts point out that the discoveries 
of placer gold in Northern Cassiar in 
the neighborhood of Atlin lake have 
brought this locality into prominence. 
There is strong evidence to show that 
the gold of Atlin is not confined to 
placer workings. Samples of very rich 
gold-bearing quartz from prospects have 
been obtained, together with samples of 
cinnabar, which when assayed, was 
found to contain 215 por cent, mercury. 
The placer discoveries of Atlin hare 
helped to direct public attention to the 
existence of the great placer gold belt, 
extending the whole length of the 
province from White Horse creek, in 
Bast Kootenay. near the United States 
boundary (which is credited with a total 
output of some .^O.OOO.OOO), in a north- 
westerly direction along the western 
slope of the Kockies, through the fam- 
ous Cariboo and adjoining gold fields in 
the Northwest Territories. Between 
Atlin and Cariboo there is still a great 
extent of country which has as yet been 
little prospected, and which may eventu 
ally prove as rich as its neighbors on 
either side. While the output of placer 
gold has not regained the importune 
held twenty years ago, still there i 
material increase over last year. Tho 
placer miner has plainly given way to 
the hydraulic plant. 

Comparatively speaking, tbe produc- 
tion of free-milling gold is surprisingly 
small when the amount of rich placers 
found in the country is taken into con- 
sideration. Attention is now being 
drawn to this class of mining, and 
stamp-mills are going up in many locali- 
ties. The increased production of 
ramu McKinnev and Fairview, in Yale 
district, iu lb" Nelson division nf West 
Kootenay, indicate probabilities for the 
future. From ore of the character 
milled at Alberni, on Voncouver Island, 
fair results were obtained. So far all 
free-milling properties have found it 
necessary to use some form of concen- 
tration for the collection of gold not 
existing in a free state, which concen- 
trates have usually been sent, to the 
smelters for treatment. The first work- 
ing cyanide plant in British Columbia is 
situated on Phillipps' Arm. 120 miles up 
the coast from Vancouver. The success 
which has attended tins pioneer of its 
class is gratifying, as indicating what 

may l xnccted from the large low- 

evado gold-hearing quartz veins occur- 
rine along the coast line. 

The ores of Rossland camp may be 
more appropriately classed as gold ores 
than as copper ores, inasmuch as the 
values of the former metal are propor- 
tionately much greater. The output of 
Trail Creek division is almost entirely 
from ores of this character— sulphides of 
copper and iron, carrying gold and sil- 
ver. These ores are being treated by 
smelting. The copper acts as a col- 
lector for the gold and silver, a matte 
being produced, the greater part of 
which is lirouglit forward to refined cop- 
per, cast into anodes, and sent to some 
electrolytic refinery for the separation 
of the gold and silver. 

Silver and lead met nts go together, 
their'source being chiefly argentiferous 
galena, and mined principally in Ains- 
worth and Slocan divisions of Wcl 
Kootenay. Notwithstanding the de- 
crease in the output, these metals hold 
tbe nlnco of premier importance in the 
year's production. In the two divisions 
mentioned the grade of shipping ores 
seems to have been maintained, as may 
be calculated from the statistics, which 
Show on mi average on 32,000 tons of 
ore of 07 ounces of silver to the ton, and 
-17 per cent. lead.

Under New Management. — Mr. A. C. 
Beach has taken over the manngemen! of 
the Pliilbdrmpnic hall, and intends to 
make it a popular place of resort during 
the coming winter. He ban thoroughly 
renovated the interior, making it an ideal 
place in -which to hold a social dance. 
The floor is an excellent one, while the 
staging is fitted with every convenience 
necessary to the successful production of 
concerts and dramatic entertainments. 
Under the competent management of the 
above mentioned gentleman, who has 
been connected with the various branches 
of the amusement business for a num- 
ber of years, the hall should become a 
paying institution, as' it. is centrally lo- 
cated and the very best place of its 
kind in the city.. Mr. Beach also con- 
trols, Harmony hall, on View street, 
where ho conducts club dances, and 
where he also teaches the graceful 
movements of tho waltz, etc. 



Some complaint has been made regard- 
ing the condition in which Douglas street 
has been left by the tramway company 
after the laying of the double tracks. 
City Engineer Topp, questioned on the 
subject by a Colonist reporter, said he 
understood the tramway company had 
ordered a rock roller from the East and 
that on its arrival the portions of the 
street affected would always bo kept in 
good condition. Mr. Topp further vol- 
unteered the information thut, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the city had little jurisdiction 
over the tramway company in the mat- 
ter of compelling it to keep its tracks in 
good condition. This, he said, was easily 
to be seen from the special report made 
lo the city council in the latter part of 
August last by the city solicitors. That 
report is as follows; 

Gentlemen:— We have the honor to report 
that In accordance with the rctiuust made 
to no. we have considered the rights which 
the corporation to compel the street rail- 
way company to keep their lines in thor- 
ough repair and we have considered the 
acts and by-laws bearing upon the subleet. 

Considering lUe effect of section -7 of bv- 
law (168) 4."), ami the Inference to he drawn 
from the remaining sections, it is our 
opinion that the company must not only 
keep their lines of rails In thorough repair, 
but must keep such portions of the SI roots 
us are Interfered with by their lines In re- 
pair: also that the lines are at nil times 
efilcleut, and that the rails are Hush with 
the street so as to offer us little obstruc- 
tion as possible. 

As an M'nstrntlon, we consider that should 
the rails sink below the surface of the road, 
the company must raise their rails, and vice 
versa, if the roadway sinks or hollows In 
consequence of the trufllc pressing In the 
ground adjacent to the sleeper or under- 
structure of the rail, the company must 
1111 up the cavities. 

With regard to bridges, wo are of opinion 
(but with some Utile doubt) on tho construc- 
tion of the by-law and section 33, thereof, 
that the company have to maintain the 
flooring of the portion of unv bridge crossed 
occupied by their rails in good repair and 

nl Ii ion. and if any want of repair in 

other portions of the bridge should exist 
which can be directly traced to the opera- 
tions of the street railway service, the com- 
panv can be called upon to amend the same, 
or should the council decide to re-rloor the 
bridge, the company must bear their pro- 
portion. We came to tills conclusion be- 
cause the whole spirit of the by-law which 
embodies the agreement with the company 
Is, that the bed of the train lines. vihollior 
in the roadway or crossing a bridge, which 
is In fact the "roadway" shall be alwavs 
repaired and maintained and kept by the 
company In efficient condition. 

Some care • '■' be exercised in the for- 
iniilltv of calling upon the company lo re- 
pair, a ml ' we suggest that when it is deem- 
ed a proper and convenient time so to do. 
the engineer should be asked to furnish a 
general report upon the wants of repn r 
existing over the whole of the company s 
ttvstem, and that we should then be asked 
lo advise as to the form In which the re- 
quest to repair Is made to them. 

It will be seen from the fore- 
going that even should the en- 
gineer recognize the necessity ol the 
tramway company effecting some street 
repairs, he would be required to prepare 

a report as regards th nidition of the 

whole system mid submit this to tho city 
solicitors, who would then advise as to 
the form in which the request to repair 
is to be in a d<'. 

It is some days since the work of 
double-trucking Douglas street hns been 
completed, nnd although the greater por- 
tion of the roadway has been filled in. 
there are several places, notably at the 
coiner of Yates and Douglas streets, 
where the ties have not even been buried. 
Another fact commented upon is that the 
company does not replace the stone or 
block crossing which they tear up. but in- 
stead, put down cinders or gravel. Most 
of the crossings were laid by the city 
quite recently at considerable expense. 
o — ■ '

The Gmu Opera Company opened their 
engagement nr. the Victoria .theatre last 
night under most favorable circum- 
stances. The theatre was crowded, and 
not only was the audience a large one, 
hut it wus also enthusiastic.

This 
isluud, which is in some sea not yet 
marked on the map, i« governed by King 
Pommery Second, abbreviated to Sec, to 
be correct, and well does that mirth-pro- 
voking comedian, Frank Deshon, act and 
sing the role of that king. From the 
moment of his entrance over the draw- 
bridge from his bottel decorated castle of 
Champagne, to his abdication of his 
throne, an the wonderfully devised gal- 
leon bore his son away, he amused. 

The Isle of Champagne is an island on 
which all drank champagne, and when a 
ship, from which water was taken, was 
wrecked on the island, it was nn epoch 
of its history*. The King secured pos 
session of this water, by marrying Mrs. 
Abigail Peck, the widow from Jiontou, 
Muss., who, with her niece Priscilla, and 
a sailor, Sammy Binnacle, were the only 
survivors. The sale of the water 
brought tho king from poverty to wealth, 
In his richness his prime .minister plot- 
led to seize the throne, and by a con- 
spiracy devised by hun, the king was low- 
ered into a tomb, where lie beguiled the 
time with Joe Millar's Joke Book. How- 
ever, at last the king escaped, frustrated 
the plot— and they all Jived happily ever 
afterwards. 

The "Isle of Campaame," as given by 
the Grau company, is replete with joke 
and laugh provoking song. This humor- 
ous king says in his poverty, he would 
rather have his subjects "turn them- 
selvesi into a republic and let him get a 
chance to go to congress and earn a few 
dollars"; and when the "constitution" ixo- 
fUfses to allow of his working for fear 
of lowering; his dignity^ he says he failed 
to see how a king's dignity can be lower- 
ed ,by being "highered" — and so on; the 
opera is full of them, and there are, too, 
scngs that are indeed funny, 

Aliss Minnie Einmett appeared last 
night in an altogether new role, Unit is, 
for Minnie Emrnett. It was hard to re- 
cognize the dashing Paul Jones of last 
season in "Mrs. Abigail Peck"— that old- 
maidish widow from Boston. She, how- 
ever, made the most of the role, and por- 
trayed the widow to the life. It was a 
pity, though, that the part did not allow 
more scope for her rich contralto voice. 

.Miss Kate Miche.eua, as "Priscilla," 
sang her part with perfect skilL She has 
a soprano voice of beautiful quality. The 
ease with which she reaches her higher 
notes is remarkable. Her sweet and 
sympathtie voice carried the audience 
wilh her from the moment she sang her 
first duet with the tenor, Jos. W. Smith, 
"Love at Pirsc Sight." Her solo, "Oh, 
Ply, Sweet Bird," in the second act, was 
a gem. 

Miss Thornton, the soubrette, is a win- 
some soubrette, indeed, and her vivacious 
manner won her many admirers lust 
night. Her duets with Mr. Deshon, par- 
ticularly that "Will You Walk Into .My 
Parlor," with its mimicry and imitation, 
were clever, indeed. She had the char- 
acter of "Dianua, Belle of the Island," 
and she looked her part. Carrie Ward 
took the part of "Brigette," her com- 
panion, but the opera did not afford as

Joseph W. Smith, who sin^s the tenor

.monarch of Champagne Island, has a 
very clear voice, and his solos, particular- 
ly the "Queen of Earth," in the third act, 
were well received.

FltEED FROM QUARANTINE. 

Some Seattle Passengers Released Yes- 
terday — Those For Victoria to 
Come Up To-day, 

The quarantined passengers of the 
City of Seattle are being released from 
William Head. Yesterday afternoon 
ninety of the first-class passengers book- 
ed. to Seattle were freed from detention 
and embarked on the steamer Victorian 
at William Head, from whence they were 
taken to Seattle. About forty of the 
second-class Seattle-bound passengers 
will be released this morning, and the 
steamer Utopia will call for them on her 
way out. 

The Victoria passengers will be freed 
to-day, at least those of them upon whom 
the vaccination took on their arrival, 
and will be brought up by the steamer. 
There are about forty to be freed to-day, 
and about a dozen will remain for a day 
or two. 

It is three weeks since the passen- 
gers were landed from the steamer City 
of Seattle at William Head. The steam- 
er arrived at Vancouver with T. Duuli- 
iiiaii, one of her passengers, affected 
with smallpox, and Dr. McKechnie, of 
that port, ordered the steamer to proceed 
to William Head. On arrival at the local 
station the associates of the victim and 
those who had visited his cabin during 
the voyage, were, pointed out and isolat- 
ed from the other passengers. Three of 
these isolated suspects developed small- 
pox, but all the cases were mild, and 
the four victims are recovering.

TUNING A PIPE ORGAN. 

It Takes Two or Three Days and Is n Nerve 
Trying Job. 

From New York Sun. 

"The misuse which many pipe organs 
suffer Is a wonder to me," said n veteran 
organ tuner and builder. "Church organs 
cost from .fl.ooo to $10,000. They are very 
.sensitive to changes of temperature and 
yet many are heated and chilled once it 
week nil winter and allowed to get dump 
soaked In summer. The snnie people who 
neglect an organ will take good care of a 
piano cstlng a tenth or twentieth as 
much. 

"'An organ Is a good deal like a human 
being when It conies to changes of the 
thermometer. Sudden drops put a man 
out of tune, and It's the same with the In- 
strument. It needs an even, moderate tem- 
perature during the winter Instead of a 
roasting on Sunday and u freeze the rest of 
the week. In Hummer a stone or brick 
church gets damp. A slight lire once a week 
will keep the organ dry. 

"A pipe organ requites tuning at least 
i nee a year, nuil the best Instruments are 
looked over two or three times in Hint time. 
It In n two or three days' lob and needs 
two men. Besides the tuner up In the organ 
nn assistant must be at the keyboard to 
hold down the keys. Temperature tins to 
be considered even In tuning. All the pipes 
must he brought to pitch at nliont tin dime 
degree, and this degree should be that 
which the organ usually has when III use. 

"I believe that pipe organ tuning is the? 
most nervous work one can tackle. In fact, 
after long experience I have come to be- 
lieve that I tunc with my nerves. No. I 
don't refer to the nerves of hearing. I get 
my Impressions that way, but 1 tune with 
my iiee>..|is system. My assistant strikes 
a chord. If It Is not true I feel a nervous 
stress and strain. As soon us the chord 
Is true my nerves become harmonious too. 
it sounds funny, but It's so. 

"Two or three days may seem like n 
long time to take to tune nn organ, but 
when you slop In think of the 1,700 pipes 
In a large modern Instrument, it Isn't long. 
A large organ will have a compass of live 
octaves, or sixty-one keys. These instru- 
ments have twenty-eight registers iind n 
pipe to each key and register brings the 
number to 1,708. Not every key and regis- 
ter bus a pipe, but as some hnve two it 
amounts to that. The pipes are of all sorts 
and sizes, most of them wood, but many of 
metal. A small number of the large and 
long wooden pipes never gte out of tune. 
They are loo long. For many years the 
fancy pipes at the front of nn organ were 
only ornamental, but nowadays these sound 
as well. 

"I find that pine tuning Is a mystery to 
most people. They understand how the 
piano strings are tightened and loosened. 
Hut changes In the pitch of pipes queer 
them. It Isn't strange either, for the aver- 
age organ has Ave kinds nf tuning. Of 
course, the pitch depends on the length of 
the pipe. The pitch may be raised by 
shortening the pipe or by stoplug the open 
end. A number of the wooden pipes un- 
stopped by wooden slides. Handles are 
Mtnei.Pd and the pipe Is tuned by moving 
the slides up or down. Other woods have set 
I ntbe top a piece of metal which Is rolled 
or bent over partially to stop the pipe.

Sir:— The recent trials of II. M. S 
Viper, which is the first torpedo boat de- 
stroyer to be fitted "with steam turbine 
propelling machinery, have attracted 
much attention, and as the results, which 
have been published from time to time 
in your columns, have proved entirely 
successful, the specified speed being 
greatly exceeded, and all previous re- 
cords (including those of the Turbinla) 
having been broken, perhaps I may be 
allowed to discuss certain points in con- 
nection with the figures attained which 
are o£ considerable interest and impor- 
tance.

It, on the other hand, the 
Viper's propellers had been designed for 
a maximum speed of only 32 knots (the 
contract speed of the Alobtross), they 
would undoubtedly have given superior 
results at about 31 kuota. 

Then as regards the turbine engines 
themselves. At the speed of thirty-one 
knots tho Viper's engines are working 
at only two-thirds full power, and are 
necessarily less economical than if they 
had been smaller and designed for the 
power required for thirty-two knots. 

Then there are the boilers to compare — 
a very important item in the case. 

The Viper has the well-known Yarrow 
boilers, of simple construction and of 
great durability and power, but is with- 
out any refinements external to the boil- 
er for attaining the highest possible econ- 
omy of coal — refinements, be it said, of 
somewhat doubtful advantage in ordi- 
nary service. The Albatross, on the 
other hand has the well-known Thorny- 
croft boiler; she has also feed water heat- 
ers to increase the efficiency and also 
compressed air jets for promoting more 
complete combustion of the furnace gases 
before coming in contact with the tubes.

ON WALL, SXKKKT. 
New York, Nov, 1'.'.— The first decisive set- 
back to the upward course of prices which 
has been In full swing In the stock since 
Wednesday morning last occurred to-dny 
itnd conservative circles in Wall Street 
breathed easier as a conseauence. To-dav's 
late reaction was due to manipulation by 
professional bears, and there were Indica- 
tions that some of the large bull interests 
were acquiescent In the movement. A pro- 
longed and extensive advance such as thai 
last week attracts a following of weak spec- 
ulators, whose liability to frighten and 
force liquidation on a very slight reaction 
are a menace and an obstruction to the 
more powerful bull speculators. This latter 
class sometimes wink at a bear attack in 
crder to sjliuke this undesirable following. 
There was an enormous amount of profit 
taking accomplished during the early hours 
of the day by professional speculators who 
legan to feel doubts over the continuance 
of heavy buying demand for stocks. The 
stiffening of the call money rate was the 
more effective factor Inducing the late re- 
action. Saturday's bank statement was so 
confusing and so far removed from prelim- 
inary estimates that Its unfavorable fea- 
tures were Ignored this morning. H Is not 
likely there was an actual pressure upon 
spec-ninth o borrowers to-day. but the effect 
upon fjpeculatlve sentiments of the rise In 
the money rate to five per cent, was con- 
clusive. Pennsylvania, which has been re- 
actionary for several daya past, was the 
leader of the recovery, at an extreme ad- 
vance of 2>', points, but it had a larse fol- 
lowing amongst other stocks, which rose 
from 1 to 2 points. The earlier advance In 
the steel stocks had run ns high as 5 
points on Tennessee Coal & Iron, and from 
2 to 3^ points on the leading Industrials, in- 
cluding th? local traction stocks. Rumors 
have been current to-day of the hostility 
between American Steel ,t Wire and Fed- 
eral Steel, and those stocks suffered more 
severely In tho later break. Federal Steel 
reached SV4 and American Steel & Wire 2%. 
The selling on reaction was nreclpltnto. but 
not In large volume, as the buying has ad- 
vanced ninny of the Industrial stocks suf- 
fered to the extent of between 1 and 2V> 
points. In the railroads the losses from 
the best run between 1 and l'/j In the prin- 
cipal stocks covering by shorts arrested the 
decline, but the closing was unsettled and 
with speculative opinion very uncertain. 
Pacific Mall was reactionary throughout 
the day, and American Linseed Oil. Pfd.. 
lost !">'<<. Sterling exchange was easier, in 
response lo the higher money rate, and 
without regard to the tinner money market 
In London. Loudon bought stocks here 
eerly. but were sellers on n heavy scale on 
the higher level of prices here.

SERVANT PROBLEM. 

Mrs. Campbell Looks Forward to a Happy 
Solution of the Difficulties. 

From Montreal Gazette. 

.Mrs. Helen Campbell, lecturer In house- 
hold economics lu Wisconsin University 
and Kansas State Agricultural College, yes- 
terday afternon, under the auspices, of the 
Canadian Household Economic Association, 
delivered a lecture on "Household Science" 
in the Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tion. The particular branch of the subject 
with which she dwelt was the domestic 
servant problem, which, she pointed out. 
all classes of women were at present engag- 
ed In discussing. The right to combine, 
the remarked, belonged to all other forms 
of work except domestic service. The do- 
mestic employee was isolated from her fel- 
low-workers, and she bad practically little 
or no pleasure in the life of the community. 
Isolation meant lack of progress lu the 
methods and productions of u trade, and 
lack of education and aspiration in the 
workmen. The last revolution In the process 
of cooking took place one hundred years 
ago. The Idea associated with domestic ser- 
vice was that It was degrading. The fnc- 
tury was the unceasing competitor with 
household labor. The factory gave the fe- 
male employee fixed hours of work and 
left her evenings and Sundays free, whilst 
the hours of labor were not so long as In 
the household. Put as to permanency of 
employment, the household came first, since 
if a servant was at all good, she was falrlv. 
certain of staying as long as she liked. In. 
wages, too, the household was ahead. Wo- 
men cared much for their families, tuut 
liked to live with their parents and bro- 
thers. In household labor they were oblig- 
ed to Ignore this family life, whilst the 
factory girl could enjoy It. Isolation was 
undoubtedly the strongest determining fac- 
tor In the servant's mind against domestic 
Ichor. Mrs. Campbell then went on to 
speak of food supply kitchens, and said 
that If It was desired to attract a higher 
type of girl Into domestic service, something 
more definite would bare to lie done about 
the hours of service. She touched on what 
has been done in New Zealand in the way 
of reforms 'n regard to the domestic ser- 
vant problem, and said that there the busi- 
ness had become a trade, and was treated 
on a trade basis. The whole tiling, she 
■•'■marked, ran upon sociological lines, and 
she concluded by outlining a picture of the 
day when trained Instruction would be 
given and domestic science taught so thor- 
oughly that there would be trained servants 
with fixed hours, and a legal contract be- 
tween mistress and maid.

DOG SALMON. 

It la Bein# Canned For Shipment to the 
Japan Market. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Nov. 12.— An an aftermath 
of the poor salmon season on the Praser 
river hint summer, superinduced by tlia 
fishermen's strike, the canneriea are still 
in operation at Steveston, middle of No- 
vember though it is. They A i,rj> now en 
gaged in packing dog sulw,Q.n, .ami nl 
though, of course, they are ,uot Tunning 
a full force of employees, a snfljeient 
number is retained in cadi cnu;ierv 
handle the catch offered. The price paid 
to the fishermen for dog salmon is ex- 
ceedingly low, the cm-rent rate being 
seven cents, whereas 20 cents was the 
rate for eoekeyes during the season of 
last summer. 

Ae year by year competition in the sal- 
mon packing industry lias grown more 
keen, canneTS have found it necessary to 
modify their methods anil to Utilize 
every opportunity to bring the balance 
on the right side at the end of ouch 
reason's operations. A ease In point is 
the present canning of the dog salmon, 
aud the using for this pack of the tins 
left over from the disappointingly filmrt 
pack of last summer. This obviates de- 
preciation in value of the tins through 
rust and saves insurance. 

The late dog salmon pack is designed 
solely for Oriental consumption. Canned 
dog salmon, contrary to the usual Occi- 
dental verdict, has been pronounced by 
the Japanese not only an edible, but 
even ii delicacy, and the entire dog sal- 
mon puck will be shipped to Yokohama 
before the end of the year. The low 
price of seven cents paid for the frosh 
fish enables the canners to forsee a band 
some profit on the venture.

LUCKY RUTH. 

She Went Ashore But Floated Off the 
Hocks at Chatham Point. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Nov. 12.— The steamer Co- 
mox, which arrived here from northern 
British Columbia ports on Sunday even- 
ing, brought the news that the steamer 
Ituth, of Seattle, was on the rocks off 
Chatham Point. The Ruth is n aoO-ton 
steamer, running froiii Seattle to Sitka, 
and on her southbound trip she ran on a 
submerged rock just before daybreak on 
Friday morning. She hud on board 20 
passengers and about 150 tons of freight, 
consisting principally of frozen salmon 
intended for the New York market. 
When the Comox passed Chatham Point 
on Saturday, the Ruth was suspended 
from the rock, her decks inclining at (in 
angle of 45 degrees. The skipper of the 
Ruth declined the preferred assistance 
of the Comox. believing that he could 
float clear of the rock on the next high 
lide. Oilpt. Moody, of the Comox, was 
not so sanguine about the Ruth, but the 
hit tor's passengers all seemed satisfied to 
stick by their ship. 

The Comox. bringing the news of Ih,' 
Ruth's predicament, arrived in Vancou- 
ver at ri p.m. on Sunday, and four hours 
later a telegram was received hero from 
Seattle slating that the Ruth had reach- 
ed her home port in safety. The explan- 
ation developed the fact that the Ruth 
had been lion ted three hours after the 
Comox passed Chatham Point. At the 
Comox made many stojis on her way 
down, the Ruth overtook and passed -lioK 
arriving safely in Seattle on Sunday 
night.

PRIZE AT PARIS. 

British Columbia Flax Fibre Helps Win 
Grand Diploma. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Nov. 12.— Mr. II. T. 
Thrift, of Hezleuiere, B.C., who lias 
been experimenting lor the past ten 
years in the growth of Dux, and who 
some years ago interested the govern- 
ment with the question of the possibility 
of growing fjux in British Columbia, has 
been named among the prize winners of 
the Paris exhibition, for his exhibit of 
finx libre, grown from liax on his farm 
in British Columbia. Mr. Thrift is in 
receipt of the following letter: 

"Paris, 1st September, 1000. 

"Dear Sir: 1 have much pleasure, by 
order of the Canadian commission, to ad- 
vise you that the international jury at 
the Paris Universal Exhibition lias 
awarded the Dominion of Canada for 
a collective exhibit of products, of which 
your exhibit of flax formed nn import- 
ant part, n grand prke diploma, and 
you will lie entitled to receive a copy of 
the award,

The exhibit of fir which secured first 
prize at the Paris exhibition in competi- 
tion with Washington and Oregan iir, 
was secured a few miles out of Vancou- 
ver city by Timber Inspector Murray. 
The section sent measured five feet in 
length and 00 inches across, including 
the bark. 

Mr. Skinner, collector of timber dues, 
stated yesterday that on the last of Sep- 
tember there was only 2 per cent, of the 
dues uncollected since Mny, 1SS8, when 
lie took office. In speaking of the lum- 
ber trade, Mr. Skinner said that the scar- 
city of ships was a serious matter just 
now; that many of those formerly en- 
gaged in the lumber trade were carrying 
coal to China, or nitre from Chili. Most 
of tho mills cannot afford to make lum- 
ber and stack it up in their yards. They 
must raise money by selling their lum- 
ber to satisfy their obligations. There 
is an abundance of orders but no ships 
to carry the sold lumber. Freight to 
Sydney is now 00 shillings per thousand 
from Vancouver.
